A turnout of 50.000 to 100,000 is 
estimated by leaders of the 
march, set to begin at noon. 
Five holders of the Medal of 
Honor, the nation's highest mili­ 
tary decoration, are grand mar­ 
shals 
for 
the demonstration, 
billed as an answer to the anti- 


Marines Smash 


Cong Assault 


Engage Reds In 
Hand-to-Hand Fight 


SAIGON.

(A P—U.S. Marines, using pis­ 
tols and fighting hand-to-hand 
from their tents, beat off a “ hu­ 
man wave" assault by the Viet 
Cong in the early morning dark­ 
ness today 10 miles southwest of 
Da Nang. 
A 
U.S. military spokesman 
said 56 Viet Cong, many of them 
teen-agers, were killed. He de­ 
scribed casualties among the 
300 Marines as moderate. 
One Marine squad, however, 
was badly mauled Two of its 14 
men were killed and the rest 
wounded, the spokesman said. 
The Viet Cong also mortared 
the U.S. special forces camp at 
Plei Me in the central highlands 
and launched a flurry of new 
assaults in the Mekong Delta. 
A 13-year-old boy was among 
the Viet Cong dead at Da Nang. 
Marines said he had been selling 
soft drinks to Americans in the 
area and they found drawings 
of key U.S. installations on his 
body. 
“ We dropped a lot of Viet 
Cong with pistols,” said Sgt. 
Harry Dowdy of Salisbury. Md. 
‘ They came right up to our 
holes. We fired at a range of 10 
vards." 
The assault, by an estimated 
100 Viet Cong from a force of 
400. was the second against Ma­ 
rines in the Da Nang area since 
Thursday, when a Viet Cong 
suicide 
squad 
infiltrated 
the 
Marble 
Mountain air facility 
and destroyed and damaged 38 
helicopters. Da Nang is the site 
of the big American air base 380 
miles northeast of Saigon 
The guerrillas broke through 
the Marine defense perimeter 
today and overran bunker posi­ 
tions. After an hour's battle, the 
Viet 
Cong 
broke 
and 
fled. 
Marines and Vietnamese tanned 
out in pursuit. 
In Saigon senior U.S. military 
sources gave another indication 
of increased Communist activi­ 
ty. They reported North Viet 
Nam has sent waves of iresh 
troops into the highlands north 
of the capital for what could be 
one of the showdown battles of 
the war. 
The sources said 10 to 11 regi­ 
ments are roaming the area 
now. Seven of them were de­ 
scribed as North Vietnamese 
units 
accompanied 
by 
heavy 
weapons battalions. 
The attack on the company of 
Marines near Da Nang how­ 
ever. was made by both hard­ 
core Viet Cong and teen-agers,

Marines said the youngsters had 
been recruited a few hours ear­ 
lier at a village and forced to 
join in the attack.

The New York march has the 
backing of Mayor Robert F. 

It 
is cosponsored by City Council­ 
man Matthew J. Troy Jr. and 
the New York Journal-Ameri­ 
can.

Division, now in Viet Nam. 
The council, representing six 
colleges and 20,000 students, will 
act as a clearing house for gifts 
to servicemen in Viet Nam. 
A 30-foot telegram from more 
than 2,000 students and faculty 
members at Marquette Univer­ 
sity, Milwaukee, Wis., has been 
sent to American troops in Viet 
Nam in support of their efforts. 
The telegram cosst $800 and 
each signer chipped in a mini­ 
mum of 40 cents.

Throu ghou t fou r y ears of fightin g an d n egotiat­ 
in g, the Du tch were u n willin g to recogn ize the 
collaboration ist gov ern men t on Jav a, the biggest 
an d most popu lou s of the islan ds, as the legiti­ 
mate spokesman for the other islan ds The rela­ 
tion ship between Jav a an d the other islan ds re­ 
main s a major sou rce of disu n ity . 
Bu n g (Brother) Su karn o likes to ex plain that 
in asmu ch as he was born u n der the astrological 
sign of Gemin i, he has been giv en the kn ack 
of mix in g with an d recon cilin g Socialists an d 
Commu n ists, Moslems an d Christian s, Japan ese, 
Su m atran s, Balin ese, an d others of the 44 or 
more distin ct ethn ic grou ps that 
make u p 
In don esia. 
THE 2500 islan ds that comprise In don esia are 
spread ov er a sea area larger than the lan d 
afea of the Un ited States. Ten major lan gu ages 
an d more than 200 dialects are spoken 
After a world tou r in 1956, Su karn o was im­ 
pressed by the order an d obedien ce to au thor- 
it> 
in Commu n ist cou n tires, especially 
Red 
Chin a. Upon his retu rn , Commu n ists an d other 
party leaders were u rged to participate in the 
gov ern men t as in div idu als.

Fin ally , after trickin g the Un ited Nation s — 
with American help — in to forcin g the Du tch 
to giv e him West iNew Gu in ea, Su karn o last 
Jan u ary pu lled ou t of the world body He an ­ 
n ou n ced that hen ceforth D jakarta wou ld be the 
in tern ation al cen ter of an ti-imperialism. 
CLEAVAGE between Jav a — with its 52 mil­ 
lion people — an d the ou ter islan ds threaten ed 
civ il war in 1958. Cou ps an d rebellion s broke 
ou t in North an d Cen tral Su matra, the E ast 
In don esian islan ds of Celebes, Bali, an d the 
lesser Su n das, an d the In don esian portion of 
Born eo. 
Chief griev an ce of the rebelliou s areas orig­ 
in ally was that the most n u merou s Jav an ese 
were treatin g them, in the words of on e lead­ 
er. ‘ like cou n try cou sin s.” Jav a was ev en ac­ 
cu sed of Su karn o's fav orite tau n t again st the 
West — “colon ialism.” 
The trou ble was partly Moslem resen tmen t at 
the spread of commu n ism amon g the Jav an ese 
masses. Also, althou gh Jav a produ ced less than 
on e-fifth of the cou n try 's ex ports, the Jav an ese 
receiv ed more than 7 0 per cen t of ex port in ­ 
come.

The Prospect St. kids had been feu din g with 
the Ogelby s, a bachelor an d two spin ster sisters 
who had tu rn ed sou r. Hiey hated kids. The 
Prospect St. kids had n ot been makin g life easy 
for the Ogleby s an d v ice v ersa. 


It was plan n ed that on the n ex t Halloween 
w£ wou ld blitz the Ogleby s. The word “ blitz” 
hadn ’t been coin ed y et, bu t that is what we 
in ten ded to do—bowl them ov er with a su r­ 
prise attack. 


There was n o su rprise. 
The Ogleby s were all set u p on Halloween to 
wage water warfare. The bachelor 
an d 
the 
spin sters were deploy ed on three sides of their 
fou r-sided hou se wu th garden hoses attached to 
ou tside fau cets. Their idea was to dren ch u s. 
Ou r cou n ter-strategy was to get close en ou gh 
to tu rn off the water. 


They were armed with v ariou s garden tools 
—rakes, brooms, hoes an d an y thin g else that 
had a lon g han dle. 
It was dark. Street lights were in frequ en t in 
those day s an d n ot bright. The immediate n eigh­ 
bors, for reason s n o on e thou ght abou t then , 
were blacked ou t. That is why I kn ow the 
Ogleby strategy called for lon g-han dled weapon s. 
I was ren dered hors de combat by somethin g 
with a lon g han dle su dden ly thru st ou t of

There was liv ely action on all three sides—

We kept 
the bachelor an d the spin sters bu sy on three 
sides while a demolition cqu ad mov ed in on 
the fou rth side an d splastered it with tomatoes, 
soaped the win dows an d in scribed racy slogan s 
on flat su rfaces. 
The war raged u n til come-home calls from 
paren ts weaken ed the assau ltin g troops. The 
rest of u s then wen t home, too. 
When we regrou ped after Halloween , we start­ 
ed to spin strategy for n ex t y ear's attack. Bu t 
there wasn ’t an y n ex t y ear The bachelor an d 
his spin ster sisters mov ed We drov e 'em ou t 
of the n eighborhood.

Sin ce 
each con tribu tion , or su rplu s 
on each ticket abov e the cost 
of the roast beef, en tertain - 
•letor Hie,*.i 
men t an d prin tin g, is 
u n der 
$3,000. the boy s can bu n dle it u p an d giv e it to 
their admired on e — tax free. 
Apparen tly it does n ot m atter if the su m is 
a hu n dred thou san ds dollars or a million so lon g 
as it comes in u n der $3,000 per adu lation . 
There were ov er 1.600 impressed admirers in 
the Hotel American a gran d ballroom — an d 
apparen tly discretion got the better of their 
admiration . 
They en v eloped their magn an imity in an on y m­ 
ity . There were n o seatin g lists in ev iden ce — 
a word heav y on the min ds of those who were 
n ot ecstatic ov er bein g in the crowd, each of 
whom paid $100 ou t of his own pocket to cheer 
their twice-con v icted hero. 


AS THE DEVOTEES arriv ed, a Hoffa adju ­ 
tan t told them where to sit. Sin ce the adu lators 
had come to be observ ed, at least by the star 
of the ev en in g, they dem rred ov er the possibil­ 
ity that ‘ Jim m y ’’ wou ld n ot kn ow they were 
there. 


Bu t they were told n ot to worry . The ‘Tittle 
gu y ” had a list of his own 
He wou ld kn ow. 
An d so they made merry in an apprehen siv e 
sort of way . 


They all kn ow they were u n der su rv eillan ce 
by sev eral law agen cies 
especially the FBI. 
J. Edgar Hoov er’s bu reau n ow has a dragn et 
ou t ov er the en tire in fra-stru ctu re ot operation s 
ot Hoffa an d his allies 


The testimon ial din n er fu n ds are bein g raised 
to defray Hoffa s legal ex pen ses as ev ery body 
kn ows. Bu t few kn ow, an d the FBI on orders 
from the Ju stice Departmen t wan ts to kn ow, 
ju st what are these ex pen ses. 
Obv iou sly Hoffa has spen t scores of thou ­ 
san ds of dollars in v estigatin g some 50 ju rors 
an d altern ates in the cou rse of three recen t 
federal trials. 


Obv iou sly con siderable mon ey has been spen t 
in an effort to fin d the Chattan ooga prostitu tes, 
call girls, hotel employ es an d n ightclu b workers. 
These are the men an d women who hav e 
charged in affidav its that the ju rors in the 
ju ry -tam perin g 
trial 
had 
wild 
parties 
an d 
sex u al relation s du rin g the trial early in 1964. 
They also charged U.S. marshals with obtain ­ 
in g women for the ju rors. The marshals an d the 
Ju stice Departmen t hav e den ied the libidin ou s 
charges. The den ials are 
in affidav it form. 
Therefore, on e grou p or the other hav e per­ 
ju red themselv es. For this the pen alties are 
sev ere. 
Thu s Hoffa. in seekin g to set aside the eight- 
v ear prison term, has u n loosed a n ew series 
of probes. If his charges are accu rate, scores 
of federal officials, in clu din g a respected fed­ 


eral ju dge, hav e sworn falsely . If the latter are 
tellin g the tru th, the prostitu tes an d the men 
who con v in n d them to swear in affidav it form 
face prison Take y ou r choice 
The FBI has been methodically trackin g down 
the ev iden ce an d it is n ow the words of harlots 
again st the gov ern men t. 
Sin ce Hoffa has presen ted the call girl affi­ 
dav its as ev iden ce in his appeals, it is likely 
he will be on the witn ess stan d again . 
Thu s on ce more he will be in creasin g his 
legal fees. How will he pay them 0 It is n ow 
apparen t that he owes, the Team sters' u n ion 
a 
min imu m of $57 0,000 which it adv an ced to him 
for cou n sel an d appeals fees in ju st three cou rt 
cases. 


THIS IS THE FIGURE which the Teamsters* 
treasu rer has admitted 
to the Secretary 
of 
Labor Wirtz. Bu t en tirely ov erlooked in the 
Labor Departm en t's recen t report on the m at­ 
er is a statemen t that the Labor Departm en t 
Itself did n ot fu lly ex amin e an d trace all the 
records an d pay men ts to their fin al destin ation .

"The LMWP has n ot attempted to con firm the 
ex n en ditu res throu gh in qu iry of n u merou s recip­ 
ien ts of the IBT fu n ds n or has it attempted to 
determin e the correctn ess of the IBT compila­ 
tion s of legal fees an d ex pen ses . . . 
the disbu rsemen ts charged to these accou n ts 
“ In other words, it is possible that some of 
were in correctly so charged, an d it is possible 
that there were other disbu rsemen ts which 
shou ld hav e been charged to these accou n ts an d 
were n ot so charged. The accou n tin g decision s 
represen t those of the IBT an d do n ot represen t 
the ju dgemen ts of the LMVVP staff as to the 
propriety of chargin g disbu rsemen ts to those 
accou n ts.”

DAVID LAWRENCE 
Johnson vs. 
Congress 


Tt may come as a su rprise to man y people to 
learn Presiden t John son thin ks he can ign ore 
a federal law he dislikes, ev en thou gh specifi­ 
cally directed by Con gress to obey it. 
There wou ld hav e beer n o su rprise if the 
Rev Dr. Martin Lu ther Kin g had said this in 
his cru sade for "civ il disobedien ce” Bu t has 
a presiden t of the Un ited States the right to 
disregard an act of Con gress settin g forth ex ­ 
plicitly how pu blic fu n ds shall be spen t’’ 
Con gress at its recen t session passed a bill 
au thorizin g $2 
billion 
for v ariou s kin ds 
of 
pu blic-works projects bu t stipu lated that n o 
mon ey shou ld be u sed to con stru ct, operate 
or main tain 
fu tu re 
water-resou rce 
projects 
costin g u n der $10 million withou t specific ap­ 
prov al of th epu blic works committees of the 
Hou se an d Sen ate. 
Mr. John son takes the position that to obey 
the prov ision wou ld dimin ish the au thority an d 
powers of the presiden cy an d he say s this is 
‘ repu gn an t to the Con stitu tion ." 
It is sign ifican t that section s similar to the 
ooe Mr. John son objects to are con tain ed in 
two laws passed by Con gress du rin g the Eisen ­ 
hower admin istration . On e was what is kn own 
as the small watershed section of the Soil Con ­ 
serv ation Act The other was the pu blic bu ildin g 
act of 1959 


WHAT IS cau sin g dismay is Presiden t John ­ 
son ’s declaration that becau se he. him« elf. con ­ 
siders a law “ repu gn an t to the Con stitu tion ,” 
he will n ot obey it. 


Man y presiden ts hav e been con fron ted with 
this dilemma in the past. 


Presiden t An drew John son didn ’t like the Re­ 
con stru ction Act. which was passed after the 
War Between the States. Bu t. when it was on 
acted by a two-thirds v ote of both hou ses ov er 
his v eto, he obey ed it, distastefu l as the task 
was to him. 


The big qu estion n ow is how the con stitu ­ 
tion ality of the prov ision in the n ew law on 
pu blic-works projects is goin g to be tested. 
Mr. John son can in stru ct the Departmen t of 
Ju stice to file su it allegin g the particu lar section 
in qu estion is u n con stitu tion al an d get a cou rt 
ru 'in g. 
If Mr. John son this week had merely an ­ 
n ou n ced he thou ght the prov ision of the presen t 
law to be u n con stitu tion al, an d if he had in ­ 
stru cted the Departmen t of Ju stice to file a 
t.u it an d get a cou rt ru lin g, there wou ld hav e 
been n o criticism. 
Bu t it certain ly is a dev iation from the spirit 
of the Con stitu tion , itself, for the Presiden t to 
assert the right to choose the laws he will or 
will n ot en force. 


Often . Con gress passes a sin gle law which 
actu ally con tain s an y where from a dozen to a 
hu n dred prov ision s, each of which cou ld hav e 
been a separate statu te. This formu la is u sed 
in order to secu re the passage of certain pro­ 
v ision s which probably wou ld n ev er get presi­ 
den tial approv al if passed as a sin gle measu re. 
In rejectin g the v eto procedu re that has al­ 
way s been open to a chief ex ecu tiv e if he 
does n ot like a piece of legislation . Mr. John ­ 
son say s: “ Absolu te legal con sisten cy wou ld 
requ ire that I v eto what is otherwise a sou n d 
bill becau se of this on e objection able prov ision .” 


WHAT MR. JOHNSON cou ld do is giv e his 
su pport pu blicly to the adoption of a con stitu ­ 
tion al amen dmen t often adv ocated in Con gress 
which wou ld permit a presiden t to v eto particu ­ 
lar items in an y law passed if he fou n d them 
objection able. These prov ision s cou ld then be 
en acted on ly after two thirds of both hou ses 
had rejected his v eto. 


Mr. John son declares his “ legal adv isers” 
told him Con gress had n o right to pu t su ch a 
limitation as it did in the pu blic-works bill. 
It wou ld be en lighten in g 
if 
the 
American 
people n ow were told on what basis su ch legal 
adv ice was giv en . No preceden t ev er has been 
pu blicized which say s the legislativ e bran ch 
can n ot pass an y law it pleases design atin g the 
ex act pu rposes for which the ex ecu tiv e bran ch 
is to spen d the mon ey . 
The Con stitu tion giv es Con gress the right n ot 
on ly to raise mon ey by lev y in g tax es bu t to 
say what shall be don e with tu e mon ey . 
It certain ly is n ov el, therefore, to read that 
a presiden t of the Un ited .States feels he can 
decide for himself whether he shall obey a 
specific prov ision of a law passed by Con ­ 
gress with respect to the spen din g of pu blic 
fu n ds.

of one y ear for the following y ear. This must be made up of anticipated rev enues and 


ex penditures for the y ear. An administration can only plan for the tenure of their 


office since they hav e no way of knowing what the following administration may or 


may not do. 


CITY INCOME tax has not, to my knowledge, been a great booster of waafs to 


date. Income tax took effect in 1961 with a pay raise for city employ ees of 10%. but 


during my administration before income tax in 19 5 4, a 10% raise, in 19 5 5 a 4°o raise, 


in 19 5 6 a 10°o raise and wage adjustments of certain employ ees and officials.

They are try ing to take ov er administration too and stop the pre­ 


sent administration from proceding with p’.tns in the making for progress, because of 


election. 


I HAVE STATED at ev ery election and prov en ov er the y ears that 1 am a full 


time May or. That does not mean my office is open a few hours each day but my time 


belongs to the citizens and tax pay ers of Salem 24 hours. 7 day s a week.
